The hullabaloo and commo- 
tion surrounding the commemo 
ration of his birthday this March 
31st would have made Cesar un 
comfortable, placing on the man 
the emphasis he so fervently be 
lieved belonged to the causes he

County Executive Pete 
Kutras declines to “share 
the pain” in budget cuts

During a county Finance and 
Government Operations Commit- 
tee hearing held four days before 
enjoying his first official Cesar E. 
Chavez paid holiday: acting Santa 
Clara County Executive Pete 
Kutras zealously defended his 
recommendation to immunize all 
13 of his top administrative ex- 
ecutives and their support staff 
from any budget cuts. These are 


Pia Moriarty, PhD, gave both spoken 
and written testimony in which she 
fervently explained that the OHR 
“should not bear more of the burden 
than any other offices in its County 
administrative unit. Here is a case 
where continuity matters... Loss of 
the trained and dedicated staff of the 
Immigrant and Citizenship Programs 
will not be recouped in a decade, even 
if the economy should miraculously 
rebound next year.” 


the same executives who, a hand- 
ful of months ago received salary 
embellishments with pay raises of 
approximately $5,000 to $12,000 
each in the middle of a budget cri- 


sis and economic recession. The 
overall executive component of 
Kutra’s office represents about a 
1:7 ratio with line staff who de- 
liver services to the county; 
clearly top heavy under any seru- 
tiny. 

However, in response to the 
Board of Supervisors’ request to 
county departments for recom- 
mendations on how to cut budgets 
by 14.5%, Kutras’ priorities were 
to eliminate two unfilled job 
openings and make the rest of the 
cuts from branches of the Office 
of Human Relations (OHR). a di- 
vision of the Office of the County 
Executive. 

The OHR operates within the 
bunker-like atmosphere of the 
basement in the county headquar- 
ters and administers cost-effective 
and budget-thin programs such as 
The Human Relations Commis- 
sion, the Commission on the Sta- 
tus of Women, the Immigration 
Action Network, the Youth Task 
Force, and the Dispute Resolution 
Program. : 

Kutra’s budget cut recom- 
mendations would eliminate the 
later two OHR programs com- 
pletely, and dismember the vital 
Immigration Action Network 
(IAN) that includes Citizenship 
and Immigrant Services. This 
would leave only the head admin- 
istrator of the IAN, Richard 
Hobbs. Hobbs is rumored to be 
first in line to replace retiring 
OHR Director, James McEntee, 
after June; essentially guarantee- 
ing the elimination of these pro- 
grams completely in the next 
wave of expected cutbacks.

The billion dollar mistake: San Jose's new City Hall

The City of San Jose faces 
What 1s likely to be the largest 
budget deficit in city history. [tis 
indeed tronic, that the erection ol 
an opulent hew government com 
plex continues ata time when the 
funding of basic city services ts 
threatened, and local school dis 
tricts face dramatic cuts, 

Perhaps the budget challenge 
will bring new and increased 
attenttion to the little known fact 
that the new civic center project 
will cost the taxpayers of San Jose 
(and the next generation) nearly 
one billion dollars! A copy of the 
bond debt service schedule ob 
tained trom the City of San Jose 
Finance Department shows that 
the total cost (principal and debt) 
of the new civic center project al 
Fourth and E. Santa Clara St. will 
be $960 495,821 through the ye: 
2039! 

Perhaps too, the budget chal- 
lenge will bring attention to the 
deceitful way in which the deci- 
sion to build a costly new govern- 
ment complex came about. 

In early 2002, the city coun- 
cil directed the city manager’s 


office to conduct an analysis ot 
alternative city hall sites 

“The goal of the analysis was 
to ensure there was appropriate 
due diligence to respond to recent 
suggestions that other sites might 
be more suitable for accomplish 


ing the city’s goals for anew civic 


center.” (City memo 5/9/02) 

But due diligence was not 
performed. Professional bids 
were solicited and accepted for 
other potential city hall sites, but 
none were sought for the existing 
city hall site which many consid

Not much was known about 
Coyotl, except that he was from 
the north, went by various names 
and had a gift for words.

The villagers nonetheless 
welcomed him as a godsend to 
their drought-stricken lands. Two 
years later, Coyotl returned. but 
not the men ... because the y were 
amassing so much wealth th 
they needed to find beasts of bur- 
den to help them carry it home. 

These fabulous stories lured 
many more men northward. More 
time went by and Coyotl again 
returned alone. All the beasts had 
been taken by men from other 
lands. What was needed was more 
men to be those beasts of burden, 
to bring those riches home. More 
men left with Coyotl. 

But the years passed and the 
drought spread and none of the 
men returned. People from other 
villages told similar stories of the 
slick-talking trickster.

But the vil- 
lages did not listen. When Coyotl 
returned, he told them that th. y 
were creating so much wealth and 
building so many grand palaces, 
but that they missed their w ves.

Cuando el mundo entero se 
encuentra sumido y perplejo en 
una guerra frenética y sangrienta, 
en la que los medios de comu- 
nicación de cada vando se preo- 
cupan porque la opinión pública 
se convenza de cuál es la ver- 
dadera “realidad”; los costos de la 
guerra siguen remontándose a 
cifras astronómicas. en las que 
necesariamente debe incluirse el 
daño en la sociedad civil iraquí. 

Mientras en el Congreso de 
los Estados Unidos debate la apro- 
bación de más dinero para la gue- 
rra. muchos soldados siguen en- 
tregando sus vidas.

Por su parte, el Secretario es- 
tadounidense de la Defensa, Do- 
nald Rumsfeld, ha declarado que 
“se esperan días difíciles y pe- 
ligrosos por la toma militar de 
Bagdad, con la resistencia de la 
Guardia Republicana Iraquí. “Li 
toma de Bagdad no será fácil, per:

Mercury, a naturally occur- 
ring element, has been released

ing to provide energy. When mer 
cury enters water, biological pro- 
cesses can transform it into a 
highly toxic form of methyl mer 
cury, which is readily absorbed by 
aquatic plants, fish and wildlife, 
where it builds up in the food 
chain. 

Pe ple are exposed to mer 
cury primarily by eating fish. At 
high-levels, mercury exposure can 
affect fetal and adult nervous sys 
tems. Public health ‘cials warn 
Bay Area communities not to con 
sume any fish caught in the 
Guadalupe River, and some spe 
cies of fish in San Francisco say. 
be ause they lay contar toxic 
levels Of mercury. 

The y ar-lon study, which 
will inclu e fiel. surveys and 
ch: mical analyses, will assess the 
extent fimpairment, and identify 
and quan ify the sources of the 

ollutant. The study “s part of the 
San Francisco Bay Regional Wa- 
ter Quality Control Board's effort 
to develop a Total Maximum 
Daily Load, or TMDL, program 
that examines the water quality 
problem. 


The mercury TM L project 


will identify and measure the 
sources of mercury, calculate how 
much mercury load the system 
can absorb and still meet water 
quality standards, and see what 
controls can be put in place to 
meet the standards. 

Although elevated mercury 
levels in the Guadalupe Watershed 
are believed to be coming from 
multiple sources, If is to a large 
part a legacy of the California 
gold- mining era when mercury 
was used in the gold-refining pro 
cess, Mines - such as the New 
Almaden Mining District, which 
operated for many years in the 
upper Watershed extracting and 
processing the mercury ore cinna 
bar - are Known to be a source of 
mercury in the Guadalupe River 
system

Pemex ships 410 tons of toxic 
waste from Veracruz to U.S. 


Mexico City, (EFE).- State 
owned Petroleos Mexicanos 
(Pemex) has shipped 410 tons of 
toxic waste from the eastern coast 
of Mexico to the United States, 
officials said. 

The shipment included 290 
tons of lead tetraethyl, a gasoline 
additive, sent to U.S.-based Ethyl 
Corp. in Houston, Texas, for re- 
cycling as raw material; and 120 
tons of the antiknocking agent 
Premix-237, also sent to Houston, 
the Mexican Environmental Pro- 
tection Authority (Profepa) said. 

The highly toxic waste had 
been under the custody of Profepa 
since July 2002 at the General 
Lazaro Cardenas refinery in Mi-

natitlan, in the coastal state of 


Veracruz. 

Another 55 tons of liquid and 
solid toxic waste were generated 
in processing and moving the 
original shipment, and Promotora 
Ambiental del Sureste sent that 


shipment to the Finnish city of

A dispute over how to get rid 
of the toxic waste broke out in 
February 2000 during a Profepa 
inspection that found that 37 
Pemex tanker trucks were in poor 
condition. 

Profepa fined Pemex 807,000 
pesos ($74,722) and ordered the 
disposal of the waste.s>

“City costs for the project 
were assumed to be the same as 
the Fourth and E. Santa Clara 
Street site...which would be $288 
million for the construction.” (De- 
puty city manager's report 5/8/02) 

Instead of calling for outside 
professional bids for construction, 
the authors of the city report ap- 
plied the high costs of the Meier 
designed building (proposed for 
Fourth and E. Santa Clara) to their 
evaluation of the existing city hall 
site. In other words, they used the 
price of “gold” to determine how 
much it would cost to build with 
“silver.” Building at the existing 
city hall site was rejected by the 
city because it was determined to 
be more expensive than the pro 
posed design at Fourth and E. 
Santa Clara. The staff report upon 
which this decsion was based was 
a whitewash 

In November 2001, the city 
finance department presented a 


measure | legal recertification 


study to the city council. They 
found that if commercial lease 
rates dipped to a level of $28.11 
per sq ft, building anew complex 
would not be cost effective. and 
the city would be obliged to not 
pursue the new construction. 
But instead of calculating 


lease rates on a basis that reflected 


true market conditions, city staff 


relied on an industry publication 
called “Colliers” International 
Market Research”

newly completed 18-story So- 
brato building effectively disap- 
pear! Empty buildings, by their 
definition, don’t have existing con- 


tracts. 
City Resolution No. 70698 
reads, “The Measure | Ordinance 


provides that City Hall must re- 
main in the current Civic Center 
area unless:...relocating downtown 
will cost less than staying in the 
current facility and continue to 
lease office space on a long term 
basis..." 

If you take the current city hall 
facility and add to it the 18-story 
Sobrato building which was of- 
fered to the city for $160 nillion, 
you have a consolidation of gov- 
ernment office space that costs far 
less than the $343 million pro- 
posed design at Fourth and E. 
Santa Clara. 

Two days before the city coun 
cil voted to break ground on the 
civic center project, the Mercury 
News published a poll that showed 
that 64% of San Jose residents pre- 


ferred the less expensive option of 


building the new city hall at the 
existing city hall site. 

The decision to build the ex- 
pensive Meier designed building at 
Fourth and E. Santa Clara was 
based on the wants of the few, in- 
stead of the needs of the many. It 


was defined more by an adherence 


to the requirement set forth in a 
Gonzales produced memo, (ie the 
site must have room for a rotunda. 
etc) than the spirit and intent of a 
law passed by the citizenry. 

Alas, in San Jose, civic life is 
not self-determined. The will of the 
people is not paramount. The citi 
zens of San Jose don't get what 
they want for themselves, but 
rather, they get what the Gonzales 
administration wants for them. 

We are told that the opulent 
new civic center will be a landmark 
and a source of pride for the city. 
But how can it ever be. if itis built 
at the expense of programs that 
help people? 

It doesn’t matter what city hall 
looks like. 
it does. The public trust should not 


What matters, is what 


be spent on fancy architecture, but 
on substantive programs. 

Martin Luther King Jr. said 
that “The time Is always ripe to do 
whats right.” The city should 
abandon the project at Fourth and 
E. Santa Clara and turn it over to a 
developer to convert the site to 
more useful purposes such as a mix 
of residential and commercial 
space. The city could then pur- 
chase the Sobrato building or build 
at the existing city hall site and 
save many millions of dollars that 
could be dedicated to the contin- 
ued funding of valued city pro- 
grams.s>
